Lav.»ton/Gardner Up-Date 

Enclosed with this mailing is a pamphlet entitled "The Case of Gary Lawton 
an'’ Zurebu Gardner. " This pamphlet was recently published by the National Of- 
iLce and Is designed to serve as a comprehensive case history of the £ramc>up. 

It should not be used as a mass educational tool, but will serve as «. source 

for chapters doing propaganda and publicity work around the trial. We havv 
copies available, but if chapters arc interested in ordering, try to keep your or- 
ders to a realistic assessment of what you can use and the nature of this pamphlet. 


On Friday, April 19th, more than 100 River.side community members jammed 
the courtroom to hear William Kunstler and Mark Rosenbaum (of ACLU) ask the 
court to drop all charges against Gary and Zurebu and to turn over to the defense 
all government evidence gained from "electronic surveillance" and illegal wiretape. 
Kunstler argued that the charges against Lawton and Gardner be dropped, stating 
that another retrial would violate their constitutional right to equal protection un- 
der the lav.* and due process on the basis of racial discrimination. He noted that 
retrials in cases of hung juries arc scheduled almost exclusively for members of 
minority groups. In the written motion, the attorneys sighted the fact that char-, 
ges agai.nst Lawton and Garnder have been unreso^rfd fatQJte^^W^y 5 arS|j^They 
also pointed to numerous changes in testimony of the 

first and second trial. (y ;

Riverside Superior Court Judge Francis Estudillo delayed his decision on or- 
dering the charges dismissed indefinitely, but set an April 26th date for hi.': deci- 
sion on the wiretap motion. These motions are very important to the freedom of 
Gary and Zurebu and it would be a major victory if the third trial is stopped be- 
fore it begins. People should coctinue to write letters demanding that the cb.vr- 
ges be dropped to the three people listed on the back of the enclosed pamphlet. Wc 
v'*'. contintie to do up-dates on the status of these motions, while continuing to de- 
mand tiiat justice be done. 'y d / I

In the latest issue ' WINTER S01.DIER, (enclose vith this mailing), there is 
an article on a strike at tne ‘Columbus Coated Fabrics plant owned by the Borden Co. 
We received a letter from the Columbus chapter of VVAV//WSO informing us that the 
strike is becoming critical :-nd tiial support is needed around the country. The follow- 
ing are excerpts from the letter we received. 

"The company has begun what they call Pha^e II ... of their equipment removal 
from the CCF Plant. The strangle hold that Borden is putting on the Columbus com- 
munity is becoming more. . . apparent with threats of not only pulling that plant out of 
town but also not opening their new national office building that is still under con- 
struction in downtown Columbus. 

"All the indications we have point to the obvious conclufion that Borden is at- 
tempting economic blackmail on the city of Columbus. . . .We are currently working 
. . . directly with the union, the citizens com-mittec for justice for the strikers, with 
tlie student committee for support, through the Columbus Tenant’s Union. . . 

"VVAW/WSO is in the position to spit in the eye of Bordens on a national level. 
With your cooperation at National, perhaps we can get as many cljapters to call news 
conferences calling for a nationwide boycott as and where possible. This has to be 
done as soon as possible given the critical situation here. We will get all information 
out as soon as possible, such as leaflets and. . .upd'ates on the situation. Borden 
products are overy^vhere. Bordens also has its hands in the pockets of all the people 
of the world such as factories in Costa Rica, Brazil, Asia, Scandinavian countries. 
West Germany, etc. We are just beginning to realize the size of the. . . multi-national 
monopoly capitalist company we are \ip against. We would appreciate anything you 
and the rest of the organization can do to strike a blow against Bordens. " 

The workers at the Border, plant in Colximbus are fighting for their lives, and 
are drawing the support of the entire city of Columbus. If any chapter can help in 
pxtblicizing this strike they should do so.

Organizations Endorse July Demonstration »

Other permits for the VA, Justice Department, Court of Military Appeals 
are still being negotiated. Camp.site .negotiations are still in progress. A lawsuit has 
been filed with the District Court for the mall area used by us during DCIII. The out- 
come of this suit won't be iTown for at least two weeks. 

A lot of interest has been shown by a nximber of groups (as listed above) and 
individuals in the demonstration. Many chapters have reported to us that they have 
been working with various community and veteran campus groups, in building for the 
demonstration. It has all the makings of being a really successful demonstration and 
we are all reminded that the demonstration will- be as big as we make it. Chapters 
have been renting busses and arranging for car caravans. We have received reports 
from California that they expect at least three busloads of people. We believe if that 
much interest is being shown foe a demonstration 3,000 miles away that chapters 
closer to Washington can do as A-ell or better. 


BUILD THE DEMONSTRATION 
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Demonstration Materials - 


The National Collective has already prepared and distributed a munber of 
materials for use in building ibe demonstration. In addition to the Junc-July issue 
of WINTER SOLDIER, which should be used in building for the demonstration also, 
we have distributed over 50,000 copies of the newsprint poster and over 100,000 
of the orange stickles. Also, there will be a copy of the demonstration brochure we 
have just produced enclosed with this mailing. Unfortunately, we only have a few 
thousand copies of the brochure on hand at the moment and can only send them out in 



VERY limited numbers it is suggested that chapters i nediately needing quantities 
of the brochure, (and it j hoped that most will! !), can ^ve them reproduced locally 
in small quantities until we can get a larger mn printed here in Chicago. The brochure 
is to be used as a handout for people interested in finding out more information or 
merely as a leaflet. 

• While we will not be printing more copies of the poster unless there is a strong 
demand for them, (let us know ASAP) we will be reprinting the stickles in the next 
few days. There have been some complaints about the quality of the glue on the back 
and thus we are trying to find a better brand of glued paper. In the meantime, the 
stickers will work if a sufficient amount of water is put on them and also if the sur- 
face is clean where putting them up. We will send stickles out to all regional offices 
that request them. Please advise us ASAP. It. is also hoped that chapters will be 
able to send us some money as the cost of producing these materials is sky high and 
it is really hurting the wallet! ! ! ! 

We are still in the proce? 3 of arranging for speakers and entertainers for the 
uemonstration. A^ soon as we have them confirmed we will notify all regions and 
chapters and hopefully begin ge;ting out some sort of materials advertizing the fact.

Ruchell Magee pleaded guilty on May 10th to a charge of aggravated kidnap- 
I'ing. The charge stems from the "Courthouse Slave Rebellion" which took place 
on August 7, 1970 at the Marin Cpurty Courthouse. On this day in August, Ruchell 
appeared in court to testify on behalf of a fellow prisoner. Jonathan Jackson rose 
from his seat in the court and said, "All right gentlemen, this is it. " The prison- 
ers then made tiieir bid for freedom and attempted to escape in a van, taking with 
them the court's presiding judge. Marin County Sheriffs opened fire on the van and 
indiscriminately murdered Jackson, William Christmas, James McClain and the 
court's judge, Harold Haley. Ruchell was the only surviving prisoner and he was 
later charged with murder, conspiracy to free the Soledad Brothers, and kidnap- 
ping. These charges came to trial in 1972, but because Rachell's involvement in 
the murder of Judge Haley was disproved, the jury remained hopele^ssly hung. Fol- 
lowing this first trial, the murder charge against Ruchell was dropped, and he was 
awaiting his second trial on the kidnapping charge which was to begin on May 27th. 

This second trial will not happen because of Ruchell's guilty plea. The rea- 
son behind this plea is not clear at this point, but we will try to keep people posted. 
The ma.ximum sentence under the charge is life imprisonment, and we may expect 
that Ruchell will receive this maximum penalty. As more information is learned, 
we will get it out to people. 
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Sioux Falls. South Akota - American Indians on /ial 

The current trial under way in Sioux Falls involving American Indians 
stems from incidents which took place in Buffalo Gap and Custer, South Dakota, 
early last year. On January 21, 19?3, Darrell Schmitz, a filling station manager 
from Custer, stabbed and killed Wesley Bad Heart Bull in Buffalo Gap, S.D. 

There were a number of eye-witnesses, and although it would have been easy to 
stop the murderer, no attempt was made to catch Schmitz. It had been common 
knowledge in Buffalo Gap that a white bar owner had offered a reward to the person 
who killed Wesley, and before tho stabbing, Schmitz told a number of people 
he was going to kill Wesley. Apparently confident of avoiding conviction, Schmitz 
turned himself in the next day and was scheduled for trial February 6th. 

On February 6th, about 100 Indians came to Cust'ir, in the heart of the 
Black Hills which are sacred to the Indians. They planned to hold a meeting with 
States' Attorney Hobart Gates to discuss the prejudice ;ihown in the lack of an in- 
vestigation and the fact that Schmitz was charged with only manslaughter rather 
than first degree murder. The Indians were instead m<:t with riot police when 
they entered Custer. The police attacked them with rict sticks, baseball bats, 
mace, tear gas and other weapons. Many Indians were injured. Thirty were 
arrested and later 19 were indicted, including Sarah Bad Heart Bull, Wesley's 
mother. In May of 1973, an all-white jury acquitted Schmitz. 

Harassment and intimidation continued throughout 1973 for the Custer 
defendants, and on February 18, 1974, Botch Bad Heart Bull, Wesley's brother, 
was murdered by a white man. Butch's murderer is now free on bond with no 
trial date set. 

Oneof the mein noints of frirtion hetveen the Tndian.s sncl the judicial 
system in Custer is the Indians' refusal to stand wlien the judge enters the court- 
room. Standing for a judge in a courtroom is only a courtesy, not a law; and the 
Indians feel that Judge Joseph Bottum deserves no courtesy. As a result, on 
April 26, 1974, more than 50 women, children and men were carried out of the 
courtroom and dumped in the hall. Judge Bottum's anger reached a high point 
on April 30th when he ordered riot police to clear the co'urtroom. As the bus 
load of riot police arrived at the courthouse, the judge cleared the news media 
from the courtroom. The police then marched up to the courtroom and entered 
with their visors down, clubs in hand, flack vests on, and armed with mace, tear 
gas and guns. The police literally assaulted the 14 spectators who were there to 
support the defendants and who refused to stand for the judge. All but five Indian 
spectators were thrown out of the courtroom after the 10-minute attack. The five 
were arrested and taken to jail where they were denied adequate medical attention 
for their injuries. All Indian spectators were injured, eight req\£iring hospital 
care. However, the most serious injury was to defendant David Hill, who had 
been ordered to remain in the courtroom. The first person attacked, he received 
severe eye and head wounds, and doctors think that the chances are slim that he 
will regain full use of his right eye, if at all. 

The situation in Sioux ^alls has reached a crisis stage with regular knifings 
and assaults on Indians by local white people. Vigilante squads have been formed 
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by local whites and the nslon has reached a stage rer iscent of the situation 
in Cairo, Illinois, several years ago. 

The Woxmded Knee Legal Defense/Offense Committee is working on the 
cases and has asked VVAW/WSO.if they.can assist them in the following ways: 

1) Contact your local media and insist that they cover the events in Sioux Falls; 
and 2) Send telegrams and letters to Judge Bottum demanding that he remove 
himself from the case and requesting that all Custer cases be moved out of the 
State of South Dakota, Address all messages to; Judge Joseph Bottum, Circuit 
Court, Minnehaha County Courthouse, Sioux Falls, S.D, 57101. Please send a 
copy of any message to the defense office. The defense committee is also faced 
with a severe financial crisis and are about to lose their phone. There are also 
faced with the fact that a number of the 19 Custer defendants will soon begin their 
trials in Pierre, South Dakota, and it will be dificult to transport supporters to 
Pisrre for the trials.

pointed out in trds issue of WINTFR SOLDI~P,, some form of classification 
system will still remain in effect. The difference is that now the veteran won't even 
be aware of it. The classificatiens 'Adll be used in the veteran’s 201 File, the perma- 
nent military service record that all servicepeople have. 

We have found that the SPN issue is a very gut level issue that can easily be 
organized around. We have a cbpy of all the SPN numbers and will send a copy to 
any chapter requesting a copy. (The list is about 10 pages long and we could not 
afford to send one to each chapter. ) If vets are interested in getting a new DD214, 
here are the addresses of the branches of service that vets should write to;

MSRB-10, HQU.S.M.C., Washington, DC 20330. Name, service, Social Security 
number, dates of service and a copy of your old DD 214 should be included in the 
request for a new DD 214. The Columbus Chapter has been doing public service 
announcements on the radio and has been getting a tremendo\is response. 

Be sure to remind anyone getting a hew DD 214 that their 201 File still has 
the reason for discharge and that employers will continue to have access to this 
information. This also offers a good chance to discuss what the role of the military 
is in our society and why they have such. close ties wdth corporations. 



Supreme Coart Bars Ar oitrarv Censorship of Prisoners Mail 

Early in May, the U. S, Supreme Court upheld a district court order ending 
the practice of certain kinds of censoring and suppressing of the personal mail of 
California prison inmates. Correctional authorities had appealed the lower court 
ruling to the Supreme Court after the state corrections director, Raymond Pro- 
cunier, claimed that mail is a ’’privilege" and not a legal right. The Supreme 
Court unanimously disagreed with Procunier's opinion. 

The Court's opinion states: "Prison officials may not censor inmate corres- 
pondence simply to eliminate unflattering or unwelcome opinions. . . Rather, they 
must show that a regulation authorizing mail censorship furthers (the) interests of 
security, order and rehabilitation." 

Though the censorship will still be up to the individual California prisons, 
this Court ruling does set the basis for ensuring prisoner's legal rights to send 
and receive uncensored mail. This ruling on California prisons also sets a pre- 
cedent which may be used in other states filing "mail-tampering" suits. This one 
Court decision may be seen as a small victory in the prison struggle, and it will 
be interesting to see just how this ruling will be applied, enforced and assuredly 
ignored. 


New System Established for Handling Prisoner Grievances 

The U.S. Bureau of Prisons has established a new redress system for the 
grievances of federal prisoners. The policy will bar the inmates of federal pri- 
sons ironi filing suits in cwurti. until Iimvo completed a now coinplaint proced- 
ure. This nationwide plan seriously threatens the Constitutional rights of all fed- 
eral prisoners around the country. 

A prisoner who feels he has been victimized by some prison rule, custom, 
guard, condition or practice must first file a complaint with the prison warden. 

The warden is obligated to reply in writing to the grievance within 15 business days. 
If the prison is not satisfied with the warden's ruling, he may appeal to the Bureau 
of Prisons. The Bureau must reply to the grievance within thirty business days 
(or about 6 weeks). Then, if the prisoner has still not received justice, he may 
take his complaint to the courts. The intent and result of all this red-tape will be 
that prisoners will become discouraged from pursuing their legal and guaranteed 
rights by official "kangaroo courts" before the matter of controversy gets to the 
"legitimate court. " 

The Bureau of Prisons will now have the opportunity to selectively grant a 
right here and there and prevent any meaningful victories in the courts. It will 
mean that the repression of the orison system might not ever be brought to light 
or questioned before a real Judicial body. Also, the danger exists that this plan 
may very v.»ell spread from the federal prisons to the state and local prisons as 
well. The inevitable result will be to keep prisoner grievances and protests from 
public view and scrutiny, and the repression now facing prisoners across the coun- 
try will be on the rise •• putting the brothers and sisters in prisons in a situation 
where they can do little or nothing about it.

Criminal Code Reform Bill 

In the October issue of WINTER SOLDIER we covered the provisions of the 
Criminal Code Reform Bill, variously known as S 1400 and HR 6046. In late March 
we received a letter' from the National Committee Against Repressive Legislation 
in response to our questions about the status of this bill. The following is a portion 
from their letter: "Status on S 1400: the subcommittee on Criminal Laws and Pro- 
cedures of the Senate Judiciary Committee seems to be in the process of coalescing 
S 1400 with S 1 in order to report out one bill to the Senate Judiciary; one probable 
motivation is more assurity of broader support. Note, however, that the death 
penalty bill which passed the Senate on March 13th, S 1401, is that section from 
S 1400, separated and dealt with independently. There is the possibility that this 
is the procedure to be followed with the rest of the bill. 

"The subcommittee on Criminal Justice of the House Judiciary Committee, 
chaired by Mr. William Hunjrate (Missouri) seems to be intent on beginning hearings 
within the next few months." 

We encourage chapters to stay on top of this piece of repressive legislation. 

If the whole bill eventually passes, we could all be either underground or in jail.

Requests for Sociological Data on VVAW/WSO and VVAW/WSC ?/fcmbers 

We've been getting a steady flov/ of information requests from univ'ersities 
sociology professors, etc for information on the organization and the political 
beliefs of its membership. Given the fact that in 9 out of 10 cases, the organization 
can gain nothing from complying with these requests, and the fact that the info 
gained may go to sources we would rather not see it go to (! ), the N, O. would 
highly recommend that regions, chapters, and individual niembers approach 
these requests with a great deal of caution. As a rule of thumb we would suggest 
that they be summarily discarded. 


Bucklin /Johnson Campaign ' Hated by NCUUA - 


As part of its naHooal program for amnesty, the National Council for Universal 
and Unconditional Amnesty has initiated a campaign that focuses on two cases. These 
cases are those of Richard Bucklin, a military resister; and Robert Johnson, a civilian 
resister. Bucklin received a military courtmartial, a 15 month sentence and a Bad Con- 
duct Discharge. Johnson is serving his five year term for resisting the war. Enclosed 
with this mailing is a brochure that explains in more detail both these cases and why 
they are being singled out from among the hundreds of thousands of war resisters.

Regional Reports 


Regional Demos 

To build for the DC Demo, the NSCM called for regional demonstrations on 
the weekend of 17-18 May. Here are the results as far as we know them--the 
rest will be included in the next newsletter. 

Milwaukee ; After a series of takeovers of the VA in Milwaukee''(see 
back issues of the newsletter and Winter Soldier), people finally got busted-- 
16 people were arrested for "demonstrating on government property" during 
a May 17th action at the VA (they were all out again within hours and continued 
the demonstration). Included in the 16 were two people with press passes. 
Trial is set for the 23rd--the "crime" is a misdemeanor. A car caravan 
through Milwaukee publicized the 5 demands on the following day. There are 
already 70 confirmed reservations for the DC Demo, with more to follow. 






Cincinnati ; The gional action for the Ohio etc gioh started at the 
“Cincinnati VA hospital w a picket-line and talk about me misuse of the federal 
bureaucracy in the veterans administration. This was followed by a three- mile 
march through the city with banners outlining the five demands and chants around 
each of these demands. Although a mailman burned the leaflet which was being 
passed out, response was generally excellent with some of the onlookers joining 
in the march. A rally in Cincinnati’s Fountain Square completed the action 
with speakers on the five demands and guerrilla theatre by the Columbus VVAW/ 
WSO. 

West Point ; 300-250 people from the New York etc region gathered at 
West Point for their regional action. There was a spirited march through the 
town of Highlands Falls, followed by a rally at which Irma Zigas of the War 
Resisters' L-eague, Bob Macfarlane, a local draft resister, and A1 Hubbard 
of VVAW/WSO spoke. Although the march through the town got only a mediocre 
reception, around half of the people involved were local people rather than VVAW/ 
WSO members. 

Baltimore ; The DC etc regional action was-held at the VA in Baltimore 
where over 100 people turned out for a picket line at the VA. There was music 
and speakers emphasizing the VVAW/WSO five demands and building for the 
action on the 1st through the 4th of July in Washington. 

Denver ; The Colorado etc region is sponsoring a 41 mile march from 
Boulder to Denver on the 3lst of May and the 1st of June in order to make known 
to local people the five demands and build for the DC action. The march will end 
with a rally at the State Capital on June 1st. People in the communities through 
which the march will go are being invited to join the marchers for 45 minutes- 
1 hour in order to discuss the march, the demands, and the DC demo. The 
region is also asking people and groups to sponsor marchers at 35^ per mile.

St, Louis Bluegrass Benefit a Success 

On April 14th (Easter Sunday) the St. Louis chapter held a benefit "Blue- 
grass and Boogie" to raise money for their Chestnut Tree Coffeehouse. The bene- 
fit was a success, with 400-450 people attending. Seven local musicians donated 
their time and the quality of music was excellent. According to the St. Louis peo- 
ple, the musicians already were aware of many of the problems in the country, 
and after talking with them about VVAW/WSO projects and work, they agreed to 
offer their services free. The total amount of money made on tHe benefit was over 
$525, and approximately $150 o.t the profit went toward the benefit expenses (ads, 
posters, rent for the hall, etc.), ^ 

The St. Louis chapter suggests that fhis type of fund-raising activity could 
be easily used by other chapters. The key to the success was the musicians, so 
if chapters have contacts with people, a similar idea might be tried. The total 
amount of time spent on getting the benefit together was only 60 hours or so, mak- 
ing the concert no big drain on chapter members. For more information on this 
Bluegrass benefit, contact: VVAW/WSO, 1023 Allen Ave. , St. Louis, MO 63104. 
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The Eastern Pa/Delaware/S. NJ Regional Office in Harrisburg, ' Pa is still 
working around the case of, Jim Christopher, a VVAW/ 'ffSO member whom the 
Army considers AWOL. since 197-1. Because of the complications of the situation-- 
Christopher was medically discharged in 1971, but the Army refuses to recog- 
nize that discharge--and because of WAW/WSO enlisting the aid of various Con- 
gressional offices to put pressure on the case, Jim will be given an Undesirable 
Discharge rather than the court martial and prison term asked for by the arresting 
FBI officer {whose pants were torn during the scuffle around the arrest). 

Now being held in the Stockade at Fort Meade, Jim should soon be out--to begin 
serving under the sentence of a less-than-honorable discharge.

BAIL FUND >- In the event that'people should get arrested, for whatever reason, 
we recommend that each chapter or individual have their own bail money. The prac- 
tice in the past has been a $50 collateral for demonstration arrests in Washington, DC. 
Residents of DC do not have to pay this and can get out on their own recognizance. V/'e 
will have legal observers and lawyers available in case such services are required. 

FOOD ^ y/e have contacted some regions to bring a specific amount of certain 
kinds of food to help out with the meals. We ask that these regions let us know at 
least one week prior to the demonstration how much they will be bringing. One chapter 
(New' yb'rk City) hai's promised 46bTbaves of bread! Another chapter (Miami) is bring- 
ing lots of. oranges and mangos ! All regions should contact food co-ops and other out-

The demonstration committee has contacted local VVAW/ 
people with daycare experience and local professional daycare personnel.

; Parents should make every effort to make arrangements with friends or rela- 
tives at home to leaye their children with. The logistics of our 4 days in Washington 
will be great enough as it is, and the fewer children to attend to, the more people we 
will have available to handle other jobs. If you do bring children to the demo, as 
soon as you arrive and know where you are settling and find out what your schedule 
is, contact the daycare center. If you are going to bring children, you should con- 
tect the demonstration office as soon as possible so that they can estimate how many 
f-hildren we will be caring for. Additional information will be included in the next 
newsletter. Remember, in order for us to provide qualit)' daycare, we need the full ’ 
cooperation of every parent. 


GENERAL INFORMATION 


American Veterans Movement 

Through meetings with AVM, the National Office hiis gotten the following in- 
formation as to their plans. As of this Newsletter, AVM has changed its plans for 
action in DC. According to one of their coordinators, AVM is not planning any 
activities until the 4th of July which is when they plan to set up their "tent city". 

'i’his means, we think, that their actions will not interfere with ours, but we will 
have to be prepared to do much political outreach to those vets coming to Washington 
for what is being billed as "Bonus March II", 

The National Office Collective feels that AVM should be viewed as a political 
challenge to our ability to bring anti -imperialism to the mass struggle. AVM's 
present non-political demands are 'increased rights for all veterans, and an end 
tp the disgraceful conditions in tlie VA hospitals.' From these, it is clear that AVM, 
ip and of itself, will not make a^y attempt at anti -imperialist consciousness-raising. 
The NO is preparing materials that can be used by people in DC and afterwards to 
link up veterans struggle with anti -imperialism and the struggles of other oppressed 
people. Those who have access to literature on the first Bonue l^^arch should study 
that period as an aid to understanding tbe^^litical line being pushed by AVM leader- 
ship. There are a number of similarities to tl^^first .rnAri^-hs-

St. Louis Chapter Offers Layover Facilities for Travellers to DC Demo 

Anonc travelling east to Washington for the demonstration who will be passing 
through St. Louis is welcomed to rest and spend the night at the Chestnut Tree 
Coffeehouse, which is owned by the St. Louis Chapter. The Coffeehouse is located 
in the Soulard area of St. Louis at 1023 Allen Avenue (phono: 314 621-2648 or 
241-1213), which is south of the downtown area and near the jmetion of Interstate 
■ Highv/ays 44, 55 and 70, St. Loxiis is about 14 hours from DC via Interstate 70. 

Prison Mail 

The last newsletter carried a story about rela::atioii of mail censorship in 
Federal prisons. Court cases in seme states Iv'.ve established the right of prisoners 
to receive mail unopened. The fact that there is a court judgement in this matter 
does not mean that the prison administrators are abiding by it. Almost all prisonsv 
have the legal right to proliibit material which they concider dangerous - and they 
do the defining. The same is true for "obscene" or "pornographic" materials. 

WINTER SOLDIER and letters from WAW/V/SO are more and more frequent- 
ly falling into one of the prohibited categories. And mail sent to us often docs not 
get out of the prison. Sometimes this is done systematically, sometimes at random: 
many prisons do not have the personnel toread through every piece of mail that coir.a.'i 
in. Keep track of the letters you send (a mail log is a good idea); arid let prisoners 
know when you get the letteri; they write. In prisons where the mail is questionable, 
don't help out the administration by Ufir.g a WAW/WSO return address or WAW/ 
WSO stationery. And above all, doi'.’t assume that a letter written to a prisoner 
will automatically get there, or that mail sent to you from prison will automatically 
get out. 

One of the brothers in prison is compiling mail regulations for us; we will - 
print this informcvtion as soon as we get it. While administrators will not necessari- 
ly follow’ their owra regulations (unless it is in their own interests), these regulations 
do give us a basis for legal action and thiea.t of legal action. If you have information 
you feel should be added to this kind of report, send it along to the NO and we‘11 
include it. 

Dave Bunten Pischarced from Hospital 

In the last Newsletter, we reported that one of our coordinators from Junction 
City, Kansas, had been hospitalized ih St. Louis with a serious case of leukemia. 
Dave is now on outpatient care and is living with friends in St. Louis. A "get well" 
letter would be most appreciated by Dave. His spirits are high, but he faces the 
very real possibility that he may not survive his case of leukemia for much longer.

In our domestic 
ar.d international mailing of WINTER SOLDIER (May issue), we included the 16- 
page brochure about the case and a letter asking for publicity and telegrams and let- 
ters to be sent to the judge and DAI So far, telegrams have been sent from Guyana 
in South America and from organizations in Italy, ^everal Italian left publications 
vdll soon be doing stories about the case and urging their readers to write or tele- 
gram the judge and DA demanding that they drop the charges and end the harassment

A motion was filed in District Court on May 23rd acldng the judge to move 
the Leavenworth Brothers to another jail prior to their trial. The Leavenworth 
Brothers Offense/ Defense Committee is asking that everyone send a postcard or 
letter to the judge asking him to transfer the Leavenworth Brothers to a county 
jail because conditions in solitary cannot allow them to prepare an adequate defense.

, A military that is designed to sx^port imperialism must always maintain an 
iron -hand over its soldiers. If it didn't, discipline wouM soon begin to crumble. 
Just as in the later years of massive US troop involvement in Indochina, soldiers 
will eventually react strongly to participating in a situation that they can clearly 
see is not in their interests. T'-e fraggings, mutinies, AWOLs, desertions, 
avoiding contact and drug use became regular occurrances. Since an imperial 
army must always rely on the h^uman element to operate, it is necessary for the 
military to maintain a system of discipline based on fear. 

Within the US military tlicre arc three formal ways of doing this (additionally 
there is always the threat of being transferred to an xmfavorablc duty station}.

The other discipline ..»ethods are the UCMJ, which 
is used mest regularly, and the US Disciplinary B-arracks at Fort Leavenworth. 
There arc, of course, many :ockades run by the military, it the USDB is the end 
of the line - the epitome of ‘.,ic military’s system of disciphne-by-fear. A sentence 
to the USDB represeiils not only confinemeut to abuse, racisrh and isolation; but it, 
too, represents a lifelong mark'. 

It is increasingly important, as the military must rely more and more on in- 
ternal discipline to maintain itself (since it no long has the draft to rely on), that 
we as VVAW/WSO increase our educational and agitational activities around the back- 
bone of the military's disciplinary system: the UCMJ, -the bad discharge system 
and the USDB. 

Economics and the military are inseparable parts of imperialism. Just as 
the military is the iron hand of imperialism, the military disciplinary system is the 
iron liand of the military. 


Security Information: The Phantom Reporter 


On June 6th, a man called the NO identifying himself by name and further as 
a reporter for the Chicago Sun .'imos who wanted to do a short article on the trip 
to V/ashington. He said he had a leaflet with a picture of Nixon coming out of the 
White Hovise asking people toride the bus to DC (the leaflet put out by the Chicago 
chapter of VVAW/WSO). 

He v/anted to luiow when and where the bus would leave from, how many people 
would be on it, where people would be coming from, etc. When asked for his number 
he gave ii, but said "don't bother calling, " that he would call again later. 

As soon ?.s the call was finished, NO called the Chicago Sun Times to ask for 
the individual; we were told that he was in Washington, DC. The number the indivi- 
dual gave was a disconnected, Chicago phtr.o nx'.mbcr; a recording said to call in- 
formation. 

Analysis: the "reporter" was a pig; knowing that VVAW/WSO needs and wants 
as much publicity as possible for the demo, he used that device to try to get in- 
formation he wanted. He was ready tc give a phone number (even though it was 
disconnected) knowing that it would appear suspicious not to give it, and knowing 
further that we would pi'obably not coll the number. 

Action taken: NO, after establishing that this was not a reporter, called the 
Sun Times, talked to them about the incident; the reporter whose name was being 
used was also contacted. Mectia people need to keep open their sources of infor- 
mation, and wiictiier or not they care about WAW/WSO, they do care about their 
own ability to collect news. 

Just because someone identifies hirhslef as a reporter over the phone does not 
make him or her a reporter. Ask the person for a number; try calling through the 
switchboard of the nows media ho is supposed to work for. . Above all, be aware 
that the possibility erdsts of phantom reporters in your area. 



VlUvauk ee 16 Freed; Attacks on the VA Continue 

The M-16 ("The Vets B, »t F riend”), 16 members of M**waukee WA W/V^SO • 
arrested at a VA dcmoDStration, had charges against them dropped. Pressure 
against the VA in Milwaukee continues, however; a V^inter Soldier Investigation 
into the treatment at VA hospitals is planned--to be held in a room at the VA. 

Suit has been filed against the VA for use of this room; demonstrations continue 
in order to force the VA to provide space for the investigation. Thirty to forty 
veterans are prepared to give testimony concerning care at Veterans Administra- 
tion facilities. 

Chicago Forum 

f. A Forum around the topic "How and '•Vhy Should Nixon Be Removed From Office" 
was sponsored fay the Chicago chapter of VVAV7/V/SO. Speakers from VVA V.'^/V/SO, 
the October League, the Revolutionary Union, and the Chicago Peace Council 
_ presented their viewpoints on impeachment to a crowd of ISO people (at $1 a 
head). Slogans such as "Throw the Bum Out, ""Dump Nixon: Stop the Facist 
Tide, ""Impeach Nixon, " and Kick Nixon Out" were discus sed, and the differing 
approaches to impeachment were debated. Oucstions from the audience ranged 
from the nature of coalition work to positions on the Equal Rights Amendment. 

Jim Christopher Released 

A , 

^ Jim Christopher, whose story appeared in the last newsletter, has been re- 
leased from the Stockade at Ft Meade with an Undesirable Discharge, He is now 
at work in Harrisburg, Pa, working with the chapter in building for the DC Demo-- 
two busses arc already chartered to go to Washington. Also from the Eastern Pa 
Regional Office is work around DUP in prisons in Pennsylvania, relating the 
DUP cases "to the politics of the Vietnam War, whom bad discharges were 
given to and why, and the demand for a single type discharge. " Some organizing 
for the Demo is also going on in Philadelphia with more in prospect. 

Memorial Day in Miami 

Around Sfl. people,' followed by 6-8 cars of senior citizen supporters marched 
in Miami on Memorial Day.- The march was followed by a rally, building the DC 
Demo. Rather than rent a bus to travel to DC, the chapter has bought a school 
bus which will appear in Washington. Through the off'^rts of the Regional Offic<:., 
the Convention of Florida Populists, held in Jacksonville, adopted unanimously 
the VVA\7/V/SO position on Universal and Unconditional Amnesty. 

Veterans' ShitUst 

The New York City Chapter suggests that other chapters adopt the Veterans' 
Shitlist. "V/e ' ve gotten rolls of cheap fabric (muslin, I believe) and sit outside 
the VA (other locations will be covered shortly) making the fabric available to 
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anyone who wants to write a complaint against the VA. If the response we’ve had 
continues, we'll have to buy wholesale from Burlington Mi’ . Everyone seems 
tQ relate to it with vengeful ithusiasm. If other chapters across the country 
do the same we might have enough giant toilet paper to wrap around the VA 
building in DC with genuine gripes from THE PEOPLE. " 

Report from the Santa Barbara, California, Chap.ter 
i (The following is a condensed version of their 7-page monthly report. ) 

This chapter is continuing its amnesty outreach effort on a weekly basis. 

Tfirought the use. of a literature table and petitions we feel we have stimulated valua- 
ble dialogue in the community. We are averaging 5 completed petitions per sitting; 
however, we feel the signatures are secondary compared to the education and contact 
we have made. Also, the prominent and regular sight of VVA W/ WSO'engaging in ' 
this, effort has enhanced our position in the community. .... 

For example, two weeks ago, a driver of the MTD bus rjtopped his bus, ran over 
to us and got an amnesty button. An elderly V/WI vet signed with enthusiasm, al- 
though he was visibly trembling with weakness. Many elderly citizens have tearfully 
thanked us for being there, and the major consensus is for impeachment and full 
smnosty. Many people in the Movement have scorned the efforts of the Senior Citi- 
zens, but our table has sho%vn us the sentiment is there. We have found our biggest 
monetary and signatory support has come from older people; 9.s a matter of fact 
the majority of people who walk by without stopping are draft-age long hairs, etc.

i On the above-mentioned table we have also displayed info relevant to the Lawton/ 
Gardner case in Riverside. However, while many perons are willing to sign the 
amnesty petition, few are willing to do the same for Lawton and Gardner. Wc have 
stuffed .copies of the WINTER SOLDIER v/ith this material, but have received no 
feedback. 

_;Ekccause of the termination of the United Farmworkers secondary boycotts, 
activity in Santa Barbara has subsided. However, the Santa Barbara Chapter of 
VVAW/V/SO recently ran off a double-sided leaflet (SOOO copies) for the UFW 
support group here. Also, we are conscientiously adhering to the boycott on head 
lettuce., grapes and bad wines. 

, ^Prison Project--We still have plans of holding concerts %yithin the prison. Due 
to, higher priorities and bureaucratic hassles within the prison, projects such as 
this must proceed on a slow, day to day basis. We,have learned that organizing 
•within the prison in not an overnight affair. 

r 

The resident psychiatrist at Lompoc Prison received the P.VS Library from 
the Sub-regional Office. The library was met with favorable response and a long- 
t< 5 rm project may ro.<3ult, involving VVAVV/WSO interaction with prisoners. It 
rnust bc'pointed out that this information (PVS Library) was requested several months 
ago by prisoners. In order to do effective prison organizing, requests of prisoners 
must be met with utmost speed and efficiency. Because prison organizing must be 
led by. prisoners, wc on the outside must-do our best to facilitate their requests. We 
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must first: Isarn from the prisoners what the conditions arc and what direction must 
be taken by outside org.iniacr s. The Chapter is also doing • irk to get progressive 
literature into the prison, b is meeting stiff resistance fr . the prison admini- 
strtdions. 

It has come to our attention that VVAV//WSO prisoners have had their outgoing 
rnail confiscated by prison officials. It just so happens that the mail included 
VVAW/V/SO applications being sent to the Santa Barbara Chapter. VVAW/WSO 
prisoners will soon be filing a writ against prison officials for their actions, in light 
o| the recent Supreme Court ruling.

r (The following is a report from the Regional Office. ) Our 4 1 -mile march was 
very* successful with about 25 people along the whole hike. The small towns were 
really blown v/hen we came thru with our demands. . . . most older people could not 
follow the complete package deal but could agree with one or two demands. We 
wurprised the hell out of the City Councils in all towns since they had given us parade 
permits but were expecting something totally different than the disciplined folks they 
saw leafletting in their towns. We spent the night at a Catholic Mission outside of 
Broomfield after putting in 30 miles for the day. I better mention that we joined with 
the United Mexican American Students on the front steps of a University building in 

a solidarity action they had just held the school building for several weeks in 

order to put across demands about Chicano studies, etc. This happened in Boulder 
afj we passed thru the town on our way. In addition, in Broomfield, we joined with 
the United Farm Worlters in a picket line outside the only Safeway Store in the city, 
Arcouple of the Farmworker people then completed the rest of the 20 miles with us. 

The police departments were cooperative all the way and thanks to the march organ- 
izers in Boulder and Denver, there was no trouble and a liberated zone all the way. 

■" After arriving in Denver, we marched to the Veteran* s Assistance Day at the 
Hilton Hotel where about 20 of us picketed and loaflettcd people in front of the cntvai'.c: . 
Following tliat we marched to the Crusade for Justice headquarters where a Memor^i 
Service was being held and paid our respects to the 6 Chicano activists who were 
killed by explosives being -laced in thc r cars in Bouldc. earlier that week. Then 
on to the rally where about a hundred people listened to short talks by ourselves, 
a member of the Farmworkers, a member of the Communication Workers Docal 
and Capital Kill Tenants Union, Clergy and Laity Concerned and a local poet. Every- 
cre was satisfied with the complete- march and happy also about the rally. We now 
have about 10 people attempting to pul together some transportation to Washington 
and about 20 people who have said they are going.

Troops Out Movement 





Thft following repoi. cor s from the London Chapte. of VAW/WSO and deals 
with their support for the Tr<^ops Out Movement. '• 


In 1157, British troops invaded Ireland. Since then there has been constant 
struggle for the freedom of the Irish people. Ireland was Britain' s first colony 
and it will be her last! ' , 

On Saturday, May il, a conference was held in London by the Troops Out 
Movement v/hich was attended by members of the VVAW/WSO. United Kingdom 
Chapter. The following is a summary of that conference. 

The war in Northern Ireland is the first guerilla war waged in an urban 
setting in an "advanced", country. As such it is being used as a proving ground 
for pc»lice/military co-operation in suppression in such a setting. In many respects 
t^e sjime techniques are being used that have been used in Btitish colonial wars 
since WW II, so we find internment {concentration camps, strategic hamlets), CS 
gas, which even the army admits is to punish the general public rather than deal 
with terrorists- and torture. 

The Army that is waging this war is sharply class-divided. Of the short ' 
service (3 year commitment) officers, 76% come from private schools. The en- 
listed men are drawn from the working class in depressed areas and are often . 
recruited directly from reform schools. In order for the army to get away with 
what it is doing it requires the support of the British press. The cement that 
binds these three groups together is racisrn, though this was obviously much 
easier in Aden or Malaya. The army calls the Irish "paddies. " Officers, en- 
listed, and press are encouraged to think of them as sub-hurhan, just as we were 
encouraged to think of the "gooks" in Vietnam. 

We are encouraged to think of the British as having a great respect for legal 
sl^feguards and judicial proceedings. A laa’yer from the National Council of 
Civil Liberties talked about internment hearings in Belfast. All that is required 
is that a policeman (behind a blanket) says some infor.mcr has told him certain 
things. The lawyer and the accused can be excluded from this hearing if the police- 
man requests, and we were told of several instnees of this happening when the 
police were caught in obvious lies so that they could change their story. We also 
learned of NCCL investigations into lies published in the press as facts coming 
from the army, only to find it impossible to learn where they came from. 

! . , A little over fifty years ago Ireland was artificially divided. It was an effort 
by. the British to appear to grant Irish independence while maintaining ecnomic 
control of the whole country and political control of the rich industrial north. 

Until three years ago, the north had a measure of political independence wliich the 
Protestant majority used to exploit the Catholic minority. Realizing these 
abuses were leading to a total breakdown in social order, necessary for the con- 
tinued exploitation by British imperialism, the army was sent in. The British 
igpvernmcnt closed do-.vn the Northern Irish Parliament and now runs the province 
from London, . . 

‘ It is now said that if the British were to withdraw there would be a blood-bath 
in Northern Ireland. It is amazing that after 800 years of bloodbath the British 
still think they know what is best for the Irish. It is important to note that in 
abusing the Catholics, the Protestants have always known that they had the British 
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Army to protect them fr^^^tho Catholic majority in the island. If the 

B.ritish were to withd; the would have to come to a , cc nodation. The Irish 
sei'=>le their own proble:. and there will probably be nc .loodbath. 

’ The Army is very open about the use of Ireland as a training ground for pos- 
sible use against the workers here in England. Chief Constables are being sent 
to Belfast to train in joint exercises and practice sessions have already commenced 
here with a major Armyy'Policc ©xer.cise at London's major airport. During the 
recent miner’ s strike. Army units were sent home complete with their riot gear. 

.Th©: British press has been a willing assistant to. the Army in misleading 
the public and hiding the Army' s operations. We had an excellent example of this 
the Monday after the conference when, in obvious response to the conference, 
phony "captured" IRA plans were released. We were told these showed how the 
IRA planned to destroy most of Belfast and commit outrages that would make 
Atti'.a the Hun look kindly by comparison. 

The purpose of the Troops Out Movement is to counter these lies. We of 
VVAW/V/SO know that soldiers of an imperialist country are trained to kill and 
mar.m, not to keep the peace. Ireland can never be free so long as foreign troops 
are stationed there. That is why we supj>ort the Troops Out Movement.

WAW/WSO takeover of various American landmarks and public 
buildings.

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At 12:55 pro, one of the demonstration speakers 
annoimced that the group would then enter the VA building, 
Newark, to present their demands to VA Regional Director 
PAUL HAGAN. The speaker stated "The VA is a public building 
and we have every right to go in there-so let's gol" The 
demonstrators then crossed the street and entered the VA 
building through the Halsey Street entrance. 


As the demonstrators crammed into the VA building 
lobby, they were blocked from proceeding further into the 
building by officers of the Federal Protection Agency. At 
1:05 pro, approximately 50 officers of the Newark, NJ, PD, 
arrived at the VA building and by utilizing a "human wall", 
swiftly removed the demonstrators from the building. There 
were no arrests made and no injuries were incurred by the 
police or demonstrators. 


During the attempt to enter the VA building, eight 
demonstrators managed to get by the guards and took an elevator 
to the fifth floor office of VA Regional Director HAGAN. 

After hanging a WAW/WSO banner from a fifth floor window 
and creating a minor disturbance, the eight demonstrators 
were permitted to discuss the demands of the WAWA^SO with I*Ir. HAGAN. 
The demonstrators did not cause any noticeable damage to 
government property while occupying the building. 


At approximately 2:00 pm, the eight demonstrators 
peacefully left the VA building and rejoined the other 
demonstrators who had resumed their marching and chanting in 
Washington Park. 


At the conclusion of the demonstration, speaker ! 
again announced the July 1-4 VVAV/WSO demonstration at 
Jishlngton, D.C. The demonstrators disbanded without further 
indident at 2:15 pm.

The WAW/WSO National Steering Committee Meeting (NSCM) 
in Milwaukee, Wisconsin, April 11-15, 1974, adopted a proposal 
defining WAW/WSO as mass anti-imperialist organization. Citing 
the need for uniting as many people as possible to combat U, S. 
i{q)eriali8m, the National Collective (NC) , WAW/WSO, reported it 
has been able to unite with such diverse elements as the National 
Council of Churches on the one hand and the Revolutionary Union (RU) 
and October League (OL) on the other hand. RU and OL are both A 
Uarxist-Leninist-Uaoist basic revolutionary organizations. RU // 
espouses the overthrow of the U. 8, Government by force and U 

violence. The KC, consisting of six leaders, is Uarxist-Leninis^/ 
oriented, and Samuel Schorr, the principal national coordinator, I 
has stated that it is necessary to promote the education of entire 
menUsership in Uarxist-lienlnist doctrine, directing the organization 
into political growth along Harxist-Leninist lines. During this 
NSCM, there were indications among some chapter representatives 
of dissatisfaction with the promuliLation by NC of Harxist-Leninist 
doctrine.

leaders to participate in RU educational meetings and discussions. 
The RU has indicated a strong interest in WAW/WSO and in some 
instances has reported control at chapter level oi the WAW/WSO. 
While WAW/WSO has had contacts, both overt and covert, in the past 
with hostile foreign intelligence and International terroristic 
and revolutionary groups, there is no evidence of foreign 
domination. 


OBSERVATIONS : 

The cessation of American troop participation in Indochina 
War has had substantial effect on membership of VVAW/WSO and 
numerous individuals and many chapters have withdrawn from this 
organization or ceased to exist. An informant has reported that 
National Coordinator Samuel Schorr is seeking to make WAW/WSO 
a Marxist-Leninist organization consisting of a small hard-core 
membership closely aligned with Marxism-Leninism. At present 
the leadership does not subscribe to violent tactics to obtain 
its goals. 

The promulgation of Marxism-Leninism by NC and new 
definition of WAW/WSO as a mass anti-imperialist organization 
working in concert with individuals and organizations covering a 
wide spectrum of opinion denotes movement of WAW/WSO from a mass 
protest organization into a revolutionary political posture. An 
informant close to the NC advised the NC believes that the masses 
will eventually create a revolution and WAW/WSO will be considered 
a '^vanguard organization" in this struggle. This belief, coupled 
with Harxist-Leninist advocacy of the leadership, requires that 
we continue investigation of NC, as well as those chapters and 
individuals supporting such concepts. Investigation should be 
discontinued on those chapters and individuals acting in a 
legitimate protest capacity and rejecting Marxism-Leninism. 
Activities of this organization and its members could involve 
violations of Title 18, U. S. Code, Sections 2383 (Rebellion and 
Insurrection) , 2384 (Seditious Conspiracy) , 2385 (Advocating the 
Overthrow of the Government) , and 2387 (Sedition) . A new 
predication will be furnished to the field offices separately.

(It* s also a good excuse for them to steo-up plain 
old general political repression), The-FBI is clearly making a routine check 
of WAV.'/V.'SO to this end for anytie-ins-bctv/cen VVAW/1iVSO and the SLA 
nonsense. This sort of intensification in the level of sttrveillance is typical 
of other periods in the organiaatlon' s history wh'fen major political incidents 
were occuring {such as Wounded Knee, the 1972 Wiami Conventions, etc. ) 


2. The FBI has repeatedly been trying to pump our members for all in- 
formation about our politics and the directions the organization is headed in - 
politically^ They want to know what our objectives are, are thev' going to 
changb, what are v/c going to do around amnesty, do we want to end the draft, 
etc. They have made a real point of asking about Marxist influence in the .or- 
ganization, and specifically about any Marxist leanings in specific individuals 
in the lcad.ership of the organization. They realize that the organization is 
nor just doing work around Indochina and want to know a;/ much as possible 
about what wc are and what we v.rill be doing. Additionally, it’ s also clear to 
them that VVAlrV/V7SO has got itself together a lot more over the past year 
than they’d care to sec^Vs. As a result, their intercut in us has correspond- 
ingly increased. 



3. Thera has also been a great deal of questions asked about the sub- 
ject of dope: do v/e use it, is it very common in the organisation, do certain 
people deal in narcotics, does the organization support itcclf l>y selling dope, 
etc. Given the miserable showing they made arqund grand jurics/conepitacy 
charges s.nd the liltc during Gainesville, they are very interested in trying to 
nail us with a different type of attaelc.

Aftai failure to destroy the organiz.ation v/ith the trial of the Gaines- 
ville 8, there was an initial period during which the mi seemed to pull back 
and let things cool off.

One example In this regard mould be the arrest of 
someone at the WAV/VSO National Collective Office on a dope 
charge. This would necessitate political defense because 
the National Office Is publicly knemn to be a clean area where 
no drugs are kept. If any arrest were made there it would 
have to be assumed that drugs were planted. In such a situa- 
tion, the WAV/VSO would organize to accept that arrest as a 
political attack on the organization. Arrest of members on 
purely criminal charges. If members were in fact involved In 
criminal activities, would not necessitate political defense 
of the member by the organization.

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The WAW vee lorsed In 1967 as ah organization 
of Tietnas veterans to protest American Involvement 
In the mar In Southeast Asia. Since that time, WAW 
leaders have told members the WAW is a revolutionary 
group, not **Just another group of mar veterans'*. 

Also, the membership has been told the WAW has been 
asked to cooperate on an international level with 
many organizations, incltMling communist and Maoist 
groups. Additionally, it was indicated that "anti- 
imperialist groups'* consider the WAW a potent organ- 
ization of similar stature in the U.S. In April, 
1973, the group changed their name to WAW/WSO so that 
non-veterans could become members. Current WAW/ 

WSO national officers are Marxlst-Lenlnlst oriented 
and strive to educate their membership in Marzlst- 
Leninist doctrine. 

The St. Louis WAW/WSO was formed in June, 1969 
and affiliated with the National WAW during 1971. 
Purpose of the organization is to work for peace and 
the rights of minority groups through peaceful demon- 
strations; however, members have recently partici- 
pated in guerrilla type training and reportedly have 
a cache of arms in case "it is needed in the streets".

It Is planned that 
subsequent to any arrest of a TVAW/VSO nenber, a representative 
of the National Office will ascertain If the arrest is criminal 
or political in nature. If the arrest is for political rea* 
sons, a local Defense Committee will go into operation and the 
entire National WAW/WSO organization might in the future get 
behind the member to secure his freedom. The possibility was 
raised that a truly functional National Defense Committee be 
created.

During the coolerence a considerable amount of 
paper vork «as handed out. This paper mork refelected the 
various items of discussion vhich vere held at the conference. 
The conference generally consisted of the study of the In- 
formation contained In the handouts and discussion as to whether 
the Information contained should be approved, disapproved or 
modified. Everything that was contained in the paper work was 
approved and much of It is set forth as follows: 
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1) Place one or twc '->016 in charge of all p; .'rations and book 
work that will be ■’ec -sary. These poeple roust -2 prepared to do 

'ell facets of direr;t roail work v/hich v/ill be laid out below. They 
must be good writers as well as beaurocrats able to handle the 
paperwork generated by direct mail work. These people have to be 
responsible to the collective body of the do and seen as^^Iey v/orkers 
on the defense. Fundraising is POLITICAL, The fr (fundraiser) 
should ir.rr.adi ate ly study appeals from other defense groups and even 
study appeals in general, — ^ 

2) Depending on whether the defense work is local or national, it 
must be determined if a professional fundraiser is needed (like 
^?ational Office) or if the fr people on the committee can handle the 
wotk. The reason for using professional frs’ is that to obtain lists 
of names to mail to requires knowledge of v/here the lists are, 

what kind they arc, when to use them, vhiat kind of people ore on the 
list, if they can be exchanged or roust tl>ey be rented, etc. Direct 
mail has its best effect on cases that are national in scope that 
tie directly into the organization's v;ork (like Gainesville). If 1 

not, an analysis should be made of v/hat lists could be used for / 

-local defenses; l^CLU has its list broken down by state, as an exampleJ 

3) The dc must then write an appeal that reflects the nature of the ' 
defense. It is important that the appeal convey as much urgency 

and feeling of importance as corranittce workers feel, themselves. If 
you aren't convinced to give money from pour ov?n appeal, no one else "■ 
will. The appeal should not be over one side of a page, that is, ( 

concise and to the point, hemember, you are asking for money, not 
good vibes. Also, people who v»ill receive the appeal v?ili have re- 
ceived appeals from many other groups during the year. Your appeal 
must convince them of the political importance of the defense, and 
you must approaclt donors v/ith tJie attitude that they are PART of 
the defense and tJiat their lives v;ill be effected by the outcome 
of the trial. 

Each appeal packet must contain a self-addressed, return envel- 
ope, coded to shov; which list that donor comas from. It is best to 
get a ‘"Business Reply Permit" and print that on the return envelops. 
That way, you pay v/hen a retiirn cones in. The return should have 
boxes to chec); off amounts of money (like $100, $50, $10, $5) and 
a box to c)iGck if a receipt is requested. 

This is v/here it really gets complicated, Now you must approach 
a Mail House, that is, a firm that stuffs, codes and mails your 
packet. If you are doing national v/ork that is. It doesn't pay 
for local dc work. Also, you must o.rr.'inge‘V7ith a Computer firm to 
put nar.ias on tsne anci labels v/nich v?iH be given to tlie mail Iiouso . 
for tliem to put on the cnvelo;>e. This computer place will also be 
rospoi'.Gilljle for adding tl^e names of the returns after an appeal to 
your "House List".

Large contributors 
should be sent a personal thanks (not fun, but a must) and given any 
nev.* info on the case. Remember, you vmi't to raise money from these 
people again (especially i-n long trials) , They must feel like this 
is their case also. Always honor requests for info that come back

7) In some cases, you may want to appraoch a "big name" to write 
a cover letter for your appeal. This can help if people kneu little 
about a case or if the defendants v;ould like it. National does not 
use this approach as it v/as decided that we can speak in our c«m 
behalf with as great an effect as any "big name". It seems to work 
for us. Do not continue to use the same appeal v;hen new info about 
the defense can be used. 



PERSONAL SOLICITATIONS ; 

This manner of fundraising is rough. Use this approach only for 
large contributors, that is, people you know have lots of money. 

The typical appraoch is the phone. Call, state your name and v;ho 
you are v-’orking with and immediately that you arc asking for money 
for the defense of such and such. If you live near the parson, ask 
to meet them, a querntcod way of getting some money from them. If 
you don't live near thorn, then the first part v/ill probably be the 
whble conversation as they A/ill eitijor give at that point or ask you 
to write to them or say no. There is little "convincing" to do 
as these people usually know v;hat's up and don't like to talk cn 
the phone. Also, tiioy usually have their minds made op the minu'ce 
you state v/hat you are asking, so there is no need to fumble around. 
Good luck,. 

Remember to always be honest and fair v/ith donors. You’ll soon notice 
that the people v;ho send in $3 to $10 are the greatest people, the. 
kind .you'd v/ant around in a pinch. Being flippant and not knowing 
the political experience of your donors can shut off future donations. 
Treat then as members of the organisation and you'll never lose. 
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Fi<.i/5oN’ DEFENSE COMMITTEES 


When speaking of Prison Defense Committees, we ai'e discussing those com- 
mittees which are formed to defend brothers and sisters charged with "crimes’’ 
during the serving of a prison sentence,- i. e. crimes committed while in prison. 
This paper will attempt to deal with some of the_problem3 that will be run-inf4 
while defending prisoners, the general perspective that must be kept in the fore- 
front, and the politics of prisoner defense. 


I. Politi c s of Prison Defense 

J-.a with defending anyone, a prisoner defense must keep politics in command 
at all times -- particularly, the politics of prison. To insure that this is consist- 
ently done, it will be vital for the DC members to have a very good understanding 
of what prisons are, what they arc a tool of, and v/hy they arc maintained. Inter- 
nal PE around these questions should be conducted before the defense work moves 
forward, so that a. clear understanding of exactly v/hat is being "defended'' will 
. develop and the political line of the DC will not waver. Along with this, it will be 
necessary to have aor.'.e degree of political unity betv/een the prisoners and DC 
members before the DC, even gets off the ground. If the DC docs not agree with 
the politics of the prisoners, then defense efforts will often be futile, a.nd effec- 
tive work will certainly be hindered. This does not have to be dov/n-the-linc ag- 
reement on political questions, but a degree of unity on the primary political focus 
of the defense is jmper.ativc. Upon the initial political ngreomont, a mcibod of 
synthesis of the variou.s politics of those involved in tlie defense can then be uiore 
easily conducted. People^sJioald also bo aware that if more than one defendant is 
involved, there may be differences between the politics of the defendants them- 
selves. This will have to be struggled with, by li.ctoning to everyone, and a good 
synthesis of ideas (or the formulation of points of unity, short and long range goals 
etc. ) will be extremely important if political unity between all those involved in 
the defense effort is to be maintained. 


The importance of political unity of defendants and defense workers bccome.s 
clear ivhen considering the fact that the only defense a pi isoner has in a political 
defense. It is unlikely that many'pri.son cases will be won in tha courts because 
a verdict v/ilJ usually be readied by weighing the v/ord of the prisoner a.g?.inst the 
word of a government representative. In the eyes of most people, prisoners do 
not hold a great deal of credibility (i. e. since the defendant is in prison, hc/s‘r.e 
must liave clone something %vrong to be put there; thus, there i.s a history c»f doing 
"wrong things. ") The importance of good jury selection fjhould bo obviour-, • and a 
good deal of the defense effort will have to center cn this. Boc?.U!;e the odds ag- 
ainst wiii.ning a prison case in court are' over’,vhelmingly in favor of tlie r.overnn-.ertt 
the ii'nport.''.nce of keepirij; the politics of the case in the forefront should be ohvioos 
It will be necessary not only to "dofond, " but to "ait-nck" at thcr same time. The

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that is in quostif But most importantly, the .son for k<lfping the 
defense political is that this will aid in winning the case in the eyes of the peo- 
ple. If a verdict of "not guilty" can be won.from people not involved in the trial, 
then good political work has taken place. A massive community outreach and 
propaganda campaign is perhaps the most important objective of the Prisoner 
Defense Committee. V/ithoot community support and strong public opinion in 
favor of the defendants, a victory in the courtroom is practica.lly unfeasible and 
would be far less effective. Thus, the politics of the DC and defendants should 
be integrated into all defense efforts in a sincere manner to be able to educate 
and build support from community members for the defendants. 


. 

II. Problems of Isolation 

The first thing to he aware of is that when defending prisoners, the DC will 
be forced to operate under very unique circumstances. An incredible amount of 
hassles will result, and many crisis situations which would not normally arise 
will have to be faced. This is in part duo to the extraordinary amount of repre.s- 
sion of the daily life of. the defendants. ISxamples could be the fact that the DC 
might be cut-off from the people they are trying to defend because of mail inter- 
ception, denial of visitiqg rights, the tran.sfcr of prisoners to other institutions, 
etc. The largest problem to result will center- around the fact that the defcnda.nts 
are in prison and will "probably be in segregation (since they have been charged 
with a violation while doing their "time"). Decause of all this, the major point 
which must be kept in perspective at ail tinics i.s the fact that the defendants will 
not always he able to sjive coi'..si.stent input into how they want their DC run. We 
must rc.n'.ember that it i.s.the prisoner.^ <ie;ense committee and the building of a 
movement around their .dbfense cannot be done in isolation from the wishes of the 
defendants, 


Due to the physical isolation of the defendants, excellent relations between 
the defendants and the DC are i:npcralive. Precisely because (he prisoners can 
not always offer their input into the decisions which must be made, it is crucial 
that there be a strong clement of trust between the defendants and DC members. 
This trust will be built on practice -- not idle promises. With the. creation o; 
this trust, there should be fewer proble.ms between defendants and DC members 
since it w-iJl somcti.'nos be neccs.sary for the DC to more or lc:;c act in the i.-.ter- 
ests of the c!efend<int.s and the importance of representing the defendants as they 
wish to be represjonted cannot be stressed strongly enough. Without this trust, 
divisions betv/cen the DC and defendants can quickly erupt, .■^n.d the defence ef- 
fort will be stifled, ■ ' ' —

tween defendants and t'.ic DC), 

- There will be many problems to overcome in the formation and operation 
of a Prisoners Defense Committee. ‘As mentioned before, committee members 
may not be allowed to visit the defendants, mail xnay be cut off (so alternative 
methods of communication will need to be developed), and there is always the 
possibility that the DC can be tied into a conspiracy rap if further trouble erupts 
inside the prison. At times w'hen these problems do arise, the trust between de- 
fendants and the DC will become crucial. If we manage to maintain this trust 
and a clear perspective of acting on the defendant's wishes whenever possible, 
if we continue to keep politics in command, and if we have done our homework 
on the prison system, these problems can be overcome to a large extent. 


III. Selection of Cases to Defend 


It should be obvious that we cannot take up every case that will arise in pri- 
sons -- cases which may all be deserving of defense work. As our prison work 
grows and develops, our prison membership may become increasingly involved 
in being charged v/ith prison violations and require defence. (This will go hatid- 
ir.-hand with the contlivoal harassment of VVAW/V/SO members evcrynvherc). Peo 
pie involved in prison work must bo .nware of this consequence, and be prepared 
to offer come sort of defense assistance to our prison membership should the need 
arise (though we will not always be able to handle this on the large scale of a de- 
fense comrr.ittce or major defense effort). Also, brothers and sisters in pri« 0 !'..<; 
will often ask for our helj>in getting them out of prisons, i. e. ask for lawyers. to 
appeal what are blatant frame-up charges which )c<l to conviction and the imprison 
ment of the individual. In instances such as this, .the defense effort v-zhich might 
exist will most likely be done on a smaller scale and our work will not be out-ri 
defense work, but tr^dng to retain the legal help that is needed. This will be the 
decision of the local c.hapter or region and they will be the people to decide the 
scope of work that can be done. 

In the future, wc should assume that VVA\7/WSO Prison Defense Conrr.ivteos 
will be formed around prisons and defendants where we have been doing prison or- 
ganizing (v.hy rush to an unknown prison to defend unknown people). During the 
past year, sve have built up a good fJeal of respect witliiu the prison movemenr, sn* 
this has both good and bad aspects as fai' as defense work i.s concerned. It is oari 
in that prisoners may expect us to do much more than wc are capable of doinr in a 
certain area. To avoid this wc must be certain to be honest with the prisoners in 
e.vpJaini ng just what we can handle at a given time. On too. other hand, chc re.s:;oc 
we have been given will lead the prisoners to tru.nt our political judgment. Jrs ji.:h 
of this, it is crucial tliut if a defcn.*--c project i.s undertaken, wc do our h'cst to live 
up to the ref;pGct that prisoners have afforded us as an or(pnnir.ation. — ^ 

V/hen rlociding '• iis? cases to begin defen;;--.^ work urov'.nd, wc may it' 

ect I hose cases which v/itl benefit iito majoi-ii y of people .in the ioat; ran. V.’< 
have to li.uiit our ilcfcnrc efforts simply bccau.se we do not have tlu' tiu'.-i 
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eoergy to focus solely prisoners and their defense. oBIfuse of this, \v^ ^ — 

should try to concentrate those cases which are theinf ■/eo political (as 
with the Leavenworth Brothers) and which offer the possibilities for mass edu- 
cation around the prison system. A defense effort should have as a primary 
focus the idea of exposing the real reason behind a defendant being charged, 
and this will also apply to prison dejense cotirmittees. Since we %vill have to 
be selective, this general guideline's something we can work from when decid- 
ing which cases are important to the point of requiring a major defense effort 
on the part of VVAW/V/SO. 

When selecting a prison case to defend, perhaps the major point which must 
at all times be kept in mind is that under no circumstances should we overesti- 
mate what we can do. This is especially important when working with prisoners 
because of the number of times they have been "sold out" by "do-gooders. " We 
can not begin making promises v/hich we cannot fulfill and if this trend develops 
our prison work will wither away because of a lack of trust for our organization. 
Because of this, it is crucial that we at all times be sincere and honest with the 
prisoner.^ -- letting them know exactly what wo can and cannot do, and not vas- 
ciiJating if they request something which is beyond our capabilities. It is also 
important to chock out the situation surrounding a case thoroughly before decid- 
ing to get involved in defense v/ork. We have already gotten ourselves involved 
in defense efforts (on •■small scales) before having a clear uDdorstsnding of what 
we were getting into. ' We should learn from those mistakes and take precautions 
in the future by checking out a situation thoroughly before involving our organiza- 
tion. Again, the idea that we cannot ovcrc.->timatc our energies and time in a 
prisoner's defense effort is of vital import.ance, and doing so could lead us to hav- 
ing to remove ourselves 4^'om doing prison work. 


IV. Perspective of Vfork 


mentioned earlier, it will bo necessary for defense workers to have a 
clear understanding of liov/ and why our prison system operates if a defense is 
to be properly conducted. Along with this, practical knowledge of prisons is al- 
so important. A v/orhing knowledge of the rules and regulations of a particular 
prison is a must v/hen <!caling with prisons. We should know our enemy and, c.x- 
pect ' it" to act accordingly. We can as.sumo that these rules and regulations will 
bo broken time after ti-me, but they must be k.nown anyway to carry out both the 
defensive and offensive v/ork that is required. Practical experience in worl'iuj: 
with prisoners will also be extremely helpful to the DC becaur.o many problunis 
can be avoided or overcome if an individual, knows how to best relate to prisor.- 
ors -- specifically, those vvho arc bsinj* defended. Experience in pviaon organ- 
izing will be necessary for at least a portion of the ccrr.niittce members.

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We should give guidance v” n that is necessary (and it )'^^ometimes be nec- 
essary because of the isoL .jiOn of prison life and a somcti. iS unrealistic view 
of the outside world), but major actions and decisions should never be made 
without the approval of the defendants. 

Because tlus paper is dealing with-VVAW/WSO defense committees, it will 
be in our best interests to begin a DC with a hard core of VVAVf/WSO members 
before branching out to involve others. This vnli give somewhat of a basis of 
political unity to the committee and allow for the development of the committee's 
political "line" before non-members are involved in the daily workings of the 
defense effort. It will be important for a degree of flexibility to exist when con- 
sidering the various ideas of defense workers who are not VVAW/Yf.SO members 
because a prison defense should rely on a wide variety of people for help in the 
defense effort (i. e. experts to provide testimony, ministers who are interested 
and may be able to get in and out of prison freely, family members, etc). How- 
ever, the basis of the political unity of the committee should be agreed upon be- 
fore tiifcsc other defense workers become actively involved in the DC. 

V. Conclusion 


In short, when doing defense work around prisons, we should always be o.x- 
pecting the worst to happen. The situation will often ba unpredictable, the pri- 
son administration will make our job as difficult as possible, and continual cri- 
sis situations will arise. If politics arc kept in command and if we respect the 
ideas and wishes of thcco we are defending, the confusion which could result mi*'/ 
more easily be kept under control. As stated earlier, our purpose in defending 
prisoners is two-fold; l.^we are to do our be.<;t to defend the defendants and 
help them to beat whatever charges arc brought against them, and Z. we are to 
concentrate on doing mass educational work around the nature of the prison sys- 
tem. If our sole goal is to see that brothers and sisters arc freed, we are pretty 
much wasting pur time. As with all defense work, politics is tlie key and our vic- 
tories will be partially determined by the amount of effective political education 
that is. conducted around the trial. 
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Obviously this is i. ^^11 that could be said but it cK put things into a I 

general sort of perspectiv We will continue to have to ,.-ut up with harass- / 

ment and intimidation of this sort and must adjust to it as best we can. The 
more wc are deflected from the day-to-day conduct o^ our political work, the 
more successful the FBI is in its activities -- a fact wc;can never lose sight 
of in cordvicting our work. ' , , •, ; v • ' ' ' 

If there are any general rules-of-thumb that we chould try and follow, 
it should be keeping the work we are doing primary, remembering we are an 
open, mass organisation and that our activities should be out-front and legal 
-- any links v/ich illegal activities such as dope', etc. !are simply out of the 
question. If and when v/e are approached by the FBI or other police agencies, 
wc should remember that oxxr best interests are the last thing they have in 
mind. Vfe should be polite; politely telling them wc will not talk to them. If 
we are arrested, we cannot allow ourselves to be jammed into sa,ying any-’ 
thing unlesr. it' s in the presence of our lav/yers; Wc may have said this hun- 
dreds of times but people all too often seem to forget it. For our ov/n protec- . 
tion, vre've got to remember it. • , ; : • • (j

Tlie WAH was formed in 19^7 as an 
organization of Vietnam veterans to 
protest American involvement in the war 
in Southeast Asia. Since that time, WAW 
leaders have told members the WAW is a 
revolutionary group, not "just another 
group of vrar veterans." Also, the 
membership has been told the WAVJ has been 
asked to cooperate on an international 
level with many organizations, including 
comiTiv.nist and Kaoist group.s. Additionally, 
it was indicated that '‘anti-imperialist 
groups" consider the WAW a potent 
organization of similar stature in the 
United States, in April, 1973, the 
group changed their name to WAV/AtSO so 
that non-veterans could become members. 

Current WAVJ/W30 national officers are 
Marxist-Leninist oriented and strive to 
educate their membership in Karxist-Leninist 
doctrine. 

AVPC was self -described in 1971 as an 
organization that supports the National 
Liberation Front of South Vietnam against 
the United States and South Vietnamese 
government. AVPC consisted of sixty 
active members and some supporters, mostly 
in Montreal, Canada, all being students or 
ex-students from South Vietnam.

The purpose of the conference was to celebrate 
the fifth anniversary of the Provisional Revolutionary 
Government of South Vietnam (PRG). Representatives of the 
PRG and the North Vietnamese Government, at that time 
unidentified, were scheduled to be present to discuss 
alleged violations by the United States and the government 
of South Vietnam of the peace agreements signed in January, 
1973> ending the war in Vietnam. 

The Organizing Committee for a Fifth Estate (OCFE) 
of V/ashington, D.C. , planned to send an observer to the 
conference to present to PRG and North Vietnamese repre- 
sentatives two partiDhietc issued by OCFE, one explaining the 
activities of the CCFI3 and a second explaining a project of 
the OCFE Known as "Vhe Counter Spy Campaign." 

The OCFE, formerly known as the Committee 
for Action/Rescarch on the Intelligence 
Community (CARIC), is a V.'ashlngton, D.C. 
based organization v/hich was formed in the 
early part of i973* "his organization has 
publicly stated that it wants to "create a 
central intelligence documentation center, 
which v/culd centralize information on the 
United .States operations." This organization 
periodically publishes a bulletin entitled 
"Counter Spy," which has been described as a 
source of analysis and information on the 
practices, organization, and objectives of 
United States intelligence. In addition, a 
bi-weekly newsletter entitled "Intelligence 
Report" is designed to keep the public abreast 
of the objectives of the OCPfi.

On June 5> 197^» first source advised that at

The National Caucus of Labor Committees (NCLC) had a table 
in the lobby of the Pavillion Lafontainc, University of 
Quebec, on the evening of June 7> 197‘f. The NCLC was asked 
by the AV1=*C to leave the conference upon being advised by 
the Americans of the counter-revolutionary and terrorist 
tactics of the NCLC in the United States. The KCLC table was 
not aften^rards observed. 


The irc is an ad hoc group of vrar 
resisters that was organized as an oducational 
and action program designed to keep the 
Vietnam War primary in the public 
consciousness until United States 
withdrav/al. 

Tlje ISC, formerly Known as the United 
’ States Committee to Aid the National 
Liberation Front of South Vietnam, was 
formed in April, 19‘S5> as an ad hoc 
organization to actively support and seek 
recognition of the National Liberation 
Front, Vy'hile simultaneously advocating 
the immediate withdrawal of American 
troops from South Vietnam. This 
organization continues to be operated 
by one Walter Teague, its Chairman. 

The headquarters of this organization 
is located at the Washington Square

The y.npc organized 
demonstrations in protest to the war in 
Vietnajd in riYC and fuvp.'.shei transportation 
for anti-Vietr.am V/ar demonstrations outside 
of tr/C. The VPPC is nov.* defunct. 

PCPJ was a broad coalition .of local and 
national organiza.tions , including the 
Communist Party, USA (CFUSA), committed 
to conductin.g demonstrations aimed at 
ending the v?ar in Indochina and poverty, 
racism and in.'ustice at home. The natloii.al 
office v.-as located at I56 Fifth Avenue, 

PCPJ v;as dissolved at the end of April, 197'+.

The initial meeting was held on the evening of 
June 7 » 197^. The meeting took the form of a panel dis- 
cussion on Vietnam. The panel consisted of members of the 
AVPC and Jane Fonda. A large number of Quebec residents 
were present, many to view Fonda, as it had been advertised 
she would appear. The discussion was conducted almost 
entirely in French. Fonda displayed excellent fluency in the 
French language even to the point of translating for others 
to English.

[ It was announced that the representatives of the 
PRG and North Vietnam would not be present, as they had been 
denied travel visas by the Canadian Government. 

On June 8, 197^, a seminar was held on the present 
situation in Indochina which was conducted by members of 
the AVPC and one "Laotian friend." It started at about 9?00 
am. and ended at 12:00 noon. This discussion was concerned 
with the Paris Peace Accords, on how they are being implemented 
and violated; the current situation in the Saigon-controlled 
areas, political, military and economic; life in the 
"liberated" areas; and the future prospects of the PRG. 

The better part of the seminar dealt with the general situation 
in Laos and Kampuchea, particularly with the new coalition 
government that- had been formed on April 5, 197^. The main 
conclusion reached was that eventually the government of 
President Thieu of South Vietnam would be overcome regardless 
of the aid it receives from the United States. 

On June 8, 1974, the WAW/WSO contingent caucused 
to insure that all seminars were covered by the WAW/WSO and 
that the WAW/WSO literature table in the building was manned 
at all times.

Early in the afternoon of June 8, a seminar on 
United States Strategy in Vietnam was held in the auditorium 
of the Pavlilion Lafontaine. Due to the facts that the 
seminar was held largely in the French language and the 
acoustics were extremely bad, many Americans left the seminar. 

j On June 8, between 3:30' p-m. and 6:00 p.nii, two 
seminars Were held simultaneously, in classrooms, one on 
Politlcall Prisoners in South Vietnam and the second on The 
Vietnamese Revolution. The main conclusion reached at the 
Political Prisoners seminar was that most "political" 
prisoners held in South Vietnam are memb'ers of the third 
force in that country, that is, neutralists who are neither 
supporters of the Viet Cong nor of President Thieu. 


On the evening of June 8, a traditional Vietnamese 
dinner of chicken and rice followed by cultural events was 
held at Le Plateau, 3710 Calixa Lavalee Street, Montreal. 

Tickets to the dinner cost $1.50. The cultural events con- 
sisted of entertainment, mostly singers and dancers of 
various ethnic backgrounds, including American, Canadian, 
Quebecois, Chilean, Haitian, Laotian, Vietnamese and Mexican. 
Messages were read from many groups, including the following 
from the national office of the WAW/WSO, 827 West Newport, 
Chicago, Illinois: 

"Dear Brothers and Sisters of the Montreal Conference on Vietnam:

On June 9> the conference met in the auditorium 
of the Pavillion Lafontaine at about lOtOO a.m. Discussions 
were held on a draft resolution that was presented to those 
in attendance. Following the discussion, the resolution was

"3. All delegations to the Conference, devote to 
the common task: to mobilize the North American public 
opinion in order to put the pressure on the Saigon administra- 
tion for the release without delay of 200,000 patriots and 
peace loving people which are detained in Thieu 's jails. 

"In view that the close relationship between peace 
in Vietnam and those in Laos and Cambodia, we greet warmly 
the formation of the Provisional National Government of 
Coalition and the Political Council. .. .on April 5> 197^ 
as an important step toward peace and national concord in Laos; 
- we support wholly the just cause of the struggle for 
national liberation of the Khmer people under, the leadership 
of the Royal National Union Government and the National United 
Front of Kampuchea.

The WAW was formed in 1967 as an organization 
of Vietnam veterans to protest American involvement 
in the war in Southeast Asia. Since that time WAW 
leaders have told members the WAW is a revolutionary 
group, not "just another group of war veterans." Also, 
the membership has been told the WAW has been asked 
to cooperate on an international level with many 
organizations, including c^nnunist and Maoist groups. 
Additionally, it was indicated that "anti-in^erialist 
groups" consider the WAW a potent organization 
of similar stature in the United States. In April. 
1974. the group changed their name to WAW/WSO so 
that non-veterans could become members. Current WAW/ 
wso national officers are Marxist-Leninist oriented 
and strive to educate their membership in Marxist- 
Leninist doctrine. 


Concerning the National Demonstration in Washington, D. 
July 1-4, 1974. sponsored the WAW/WSO, a confidential source 
furnished the following information on July 11, 1974: 

On' July 1. 1974, approximately five individuals 
arrived in the Washington. O. C. area from the Dayton, Ohio 
WAW/WSO along with several from both Cincinnati WAW/VfSO and the 
Columbus. Ohio WAW/WSO, to participate in the National 
Denohstration being held there by the WAW. 

Most of those coming to join the demonstration 
met in the vicinity of the Washington Monument and/or the mall 
near the Capitol. Most of Monday. July 1, 1974, was spent 
meeting people and getting located at the mall.

On Monday evening they received the word 
that the police were not going to let them camp 
at the mall since they had no permit so they spent the 
night with some singing and talking while others slept. 
They took turns singing and playing music so the police 
could not accuse them of camping on the grounds. 

About 5:30 AM, July 2, 1974, they were 
surrounded by police and asked to leave the area 
but when they refused, the police merely departed from 
the mall area. 

Some of the demonstrators went to the Veterans 
Administration (VA) and demonstrated during the morning 
of July 2, 1974. They had a 50 yard long paper with 
veterans' gripes written on it. Sam Shorr of the WAW/WSO 
spoke to the group of about 250. Some unknown official 
from the VA met with some leaders of the demonstration and 
it was then discontinued. 

In the afternoon of July 2, 1974, they 
demonstrated at the Military Appeals Court, demanding 
a single discharge and the end of coded numbers utilized 
in the discharging process, as well as the end of racism 
in the military service. 

On Tuesday evening, there were several 
Regional Meetings held to plan what to do in the rest of 
the demonstration. The C4iio, Indiana, Kentucky, Michigan, 
West Virginia and Western Pennsylvania region met with the 
Regional Coordinator Jerry l^sanovic. It was agreed to be 
more militant in the thrust of the demonstration than 
they had been so far. Most of the participants were 
critical of the leadership for their lack of militancy. 

One of the individuals who accompanied the 
Dayton, Ohio contingent was TOm Welch from Dayton, 
who has been identified with the Revolutionary Union (RU). 
He was influential in agitating and prodding the 
demonstrators to stay at the mall despite police requests 
for them to move.

The Revolutionary IMion (RU) was founded in 
early 1968 and is a militant, semiclandestine 
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organization. Its objectives, as set out in its 
publications, are the development of a united 
front against imperialism, the fostering of 
revolutionary working-class unity and leadership 
in struggle, and the formation of a communist 
party based on Marxism-Leninism-MAO Tse-tung thought, 
leading to the overthrow of the United States 
Government by force and violence. 

About 3:30 AM on Wednesday, July 3, 1974, the 
group at the mall was awakened by sirens and bullhorns 
notifying them that they were going to be arrested. The 
demonstrators, caught unaware, ran from the area. Some 
ended up at a Presbyterian Church about six blocks 
away. They discussed the incident and most' exhibited 
an unhappy attitude about it and about the 
leadership of the demonstration who did nothing in 
response to the incident. 

About 400 persons “took to the streets" 
from the area of the above church about the rush hour 
time on Wednesday morning, causing some traffic problems. 
After marching around in the streets for awhile, 
they decided to go to the Capitol Building. A police 
car attempted to break up the group near the steps of the 
Capitol Building. Some of the demonstrators started 
to rock the police car and the police officer, apparently 
reacting, hit several people with his car while trying 
to drive away. 

There was a brief rally then on the steps of 
the Capitol. Jerry Kosanovic from Columbus. Ohio, spoke 
for a few minutes. After this action, everyone felt 
somewhat appeased and they went back to the mall for 
breakfast. 

Later during Wednesday, the demonstrators, 
which numbered about 500 by this time, held demonstrations 
at the Justice Building regarding universal unconditional 
amnesty. They also briefly demonstrated at the United 
States Courthouse where the trial of John Ehrlichman 
was being held. 

Later in the afternoon on Wednesday. July 3, 
1974, the demonstrators were making their way to the 
Capitol Building area for additional demonstrations when 
their way was blocked by police. The demonstrators tried 
to get around them and something happened which started 
the police swinging their nightsticks at the demonstraters

and attempting to disperse the crowd. Some of the 
demonstrators resisted and some mace was also used. After 
a few minutes the police withdrew and the demonstrators 
held a brief rally at the Capitol. 


After the rally, there were Regional Meetings 
held again and the leaders called the confrontation with 
the police a victory for the demonstrators. It was 
again decided that to avoid further problems with the 
police, most of the people staying at the mall Wednesday 
night roust stay awake and those who wanted to sleep 
could do so in their cars. 


On Thursday, July 4, 1974, additional people 
came to Washington. O. C. including a number reportedly 
affiliated with the Revolutionary Union and the Revolutionary 
Student Brigade. 



REVOLUTIONARY STUDENT BRIGADE 
Also Known As 
ATTICA BRIGADE 


The Attica Brigade (AB) is a student based 
organisation founded in New York City in the Pall 
of 1971. The AB considers itself to be an anti- 
imperialist organization which views "United States 
imperialism as the main enemy of the people 
of the world”. ‘Hie Revolutionary Union (RU) has 
significantly infiltrated the AB and plays a 
major role in AB policies, decisions, and 
activities. 

The Attica Brigade changed its name to 
Revolutionary Student Brigade at the First 
National Convention of the AB. June 16-17, 1974, 
at Iowa City, Iowa. 

At about 10:00 AM the demonstrators were 
estimated to be about 1700. They marched down Constitution 
Avenue to the Jefferson Monument and back to the 
eclipse where there were several speakers. Jerry 
Kosanovic acted as the moderator. 

Most of them left the Washington, D. C. 
area in the afternoon or evening of July 4. 1974. 
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The whole demonstration seemed to lack 
orgaox^ai^i'on and leadership. Jerry Kosanovic app'eared to 
be one 'pf' the main leaders. 

There were tents set up for administrative and 
medical matters. The Regional Coordinators, 
after meeting with the National Collective, relayed the 
information to the membership.
